THE CHARGE TO THE GRAND JURY: 


Malice Nor Anger Necessary to Constitute a 
Case of Assault and Battery--Sullivan 
the Center of Attraction. 


New Orveans, August 12.—John L. Sulli- 
van left Pass Christian Saturday morning for 
Lookout, where he spent the day. He took 
‘an early train yesterday for this city in com- 
pany with Bud Renaud and Matt Clune, and 
upon arrival was driven up town and remained 
during the day. Later he took the train for 
Purvis, arriving there about 6 o’clock. Matt 
Clune, Bud Renaud and several others accom- 
panied Sullivan to Purvis, where a special 
term of court opens today to try the pugilists. 
John Fitzpatrick will also go up today to 
stand trial for refereeing the fight. Sheriff 
Cowert has already drawn grand and petit 
jurors, go there will be no delay in the trial. 
The accusegffeel somewhat disconcerted as the 
law prescribes fine or imprisonment, or both, 
at the discretion of the court, and the general 
impression is that the principals at least will 
have to serve the maximum term cf imprison 
ment. 

READY FOR TRIAL, 

Purvis, Miss., August 12.—Judgo Terrell 
oponed a special term of the circuit court this 
morning at 10 o’clock. Sullivan, Referee Fitz- 
patrick, Bud Renaud, Captain Tom Jemison, 
Charies Rich, Superintendent E. L, Tyler, of 
the Queen and Cresent road, Harry Smith and 
Gibberts, the latter three being Rich’s em- 
ployes, were present in the court ready for 
tria}. Superintendent Richard Carroll, of the 
Queen and Cresent, and Pat Duffy, were ab- 
seut. The grand jury having been sworn, were 
charged by Judge Terrell on the law of prize- 
fighting and assault and battery, The grand 
jurors then retired for consultation. The en- 
tire party are in good spirits, but anxious that 
the case shall be concluded as soon as possible. 
District Attorney Neville is in attendance con- 
ducting the prosecution. 

THE JUDGR’S CHARGE TO THE JURY. 

Purvis, Miss., August 12.—People came for 
miles around today, mostly out of curiosity to 
see the pugilists. Sullivan was in a good 
humor, and conversed with all who came in 
contact with him. All the accused are here 
except Pat Duffy, whose absence was ac- 
counted for by the district attorney, who had 
failed to notify him. “General Superintendent 
Carroll, of the Queen and Crescent, was not 
present, but the general belief is that he will 
not be indicted by the grand jury. The fore- 
man of the jury is T..R. White, a mill owner 
and merchant at Poplarville. When one of 
the stands at Richburg fell, during the fight, 
Mr. White was the only person injured. The 
grand jury are an intelligent y of men, 
and are highly spoken of by the citizens, 

Judge Terrell in his charge to the jury, after 
referring to the wicked, illicit traffic in lquor 
in this vicinity, continued: 

Geutiemen, but little need be said ofthe prize- 
fight. which took place at Richburg, on the eighth 
of July last. The principals in said fightaud als 
accessories before and after tne act, are guilty of 
high misdemeanor. A fight by cousent, withou’ 
anger or ill feeling. between two parues without 
stake, reward or prize, whatever, would be a serious 
crime uuder our law, made by legislactive enact- 
ment. You are bound by yorr conscience to act 
upon the law as declared to you trom this stand. 
Anger or ill-will is not necessary to coustitnte the 
crime of assault and battery, nor does the consent 
of the party take away the guilt of the offender. A 
baitery is unlawful physical foree inflicting injury 
or hurt upon another; whether done in malice, it 
need not be in anger. 

A FAIR AND MODERATE CHARGE. 

The delivery of the charge occupied about 
fifteen minutes. Counsel for the defense, who 
were listeners, pronounce the charge very 


fair and moderate. Outside of the legal gen- 
tlemen the opinion prevailed that under the 
charge it would be impossible to find indict- 
ments against any but Sullivan and Kilrain. 
Several citizens were at a loss to see how Fitz- 
patrick could be considered an aider or abettor 
when a referee is selected on account of his 
fairness and disinterestedness. This point was 
greatly discussed.

A TRAGEDY ATSEA. . 


A Saltlor Stabs the Chief Officer of the 
Steamer Morand. 

New Yor«, August 12.—The British 
steamer Charlies Morand came into port at 
daylight from Manzanilla, which harbor she 
left on the 4th inst. While lying in harbor on 
July 16th, the chief officer, Alexander Hertz, 
became involved in a quarrel with Peter 
Lynch, one of the sailors. Lynch had failed 

properly perform a duty which had been im- 
posed upon him. The mate became angry and 
said he would be obeyed at any cost. Lynch 
and Hertz then came to blows, and the next 
thing the crew saw was the flash of a sheath 
knife as it was plunged into the adomen of the 
superior officer. e mate was carried into 
the saloon unconscious and Lynch was placed 
in irons. Eight days after the stabbing the 
mate died. Lynch continued in irons under 
confinement until the vessel arrived in port 
today. He was brought ashore and taken 
before the British consul. Lynch will be held 
awaiting the disposition of the home author- 
ities. ifertz was forty-six years oid and a 
native of Eugland.

He leaves a daughter eighteen years of age. 
A coroner’s inquest was deemed unnecessary.

BOULANGER'S TRIAL, 


Members of the Court Required to Give a 
Pledge of Secrecy. 

Panis, August 12.—The senate court today 
resolved itself into a iegislative chamber, and, 
on the advice of M. Develle, raised the ques- 
tion of the court’s competency to trv General 

3oulanger. The president of the senate will 
request members to pledge themselves to 
secrecy regarding the proceedings. Members 
of the right refused to give a pledge of secrecy 
on the ground that, as the indictirent had been 
widely published, they had the right to pub- 
licly express their opinions on the case. The 
right moved thatthe court was incompetent to 
try General Boulanger because the allegations 
in the indictment did not constitute weason. 
The motion was rejected by a vote of 212 to 51. 
The right afterwards met and decided to take. 
no fnrther action in the proceedings. 

A leiter, written by Colonel Chevroton, chief 
of staff of the Thirteenth army corps, 
which is published today, states that he saw 
General Boulancer at Clermont-Ferrand on 
the day, itis alleged, he visited Paris in dis- 
guise. 

The vote on the question of the competency 
of the senate court totry Boulanger is regarded 
as an indication of the final resnit of the trial.

WONDERS WORKED. 


LATER EXPERIMENTS WITH THE 
NEW ELIAIR. 


MORE STARTLING CURES REPORTED. 


Practical Trials Made on Workhouse Pris- 
oners and Some Remarkable Changes 
Are Noted—Tried on the Insane.

The interest in the local experiments with 
the elixir @iutinues unabated.

Several physicians have now made tests, of 
the new remedy, and are closely wathing the 
effects. 

OUT AT THE WORKHOUSE. 

Sume of the most interesting experiments 
yet made have been those made at the city 
The results are all the more re- 
liable and important as the subjects were “old 
timers,’’ broken down from dissipation and 
disease, and knew nothing whatever about the 
elixir. They were kept in ignorance as to the 
experiment, so that the imagination would 
have noinfiuence on the results. The tests 
were made Friday afternoon under the direct 
sioervision of Drs. Bacharach, Spiedel and- 
F-ers, who are connected with the medical 

‘epartment of the institution. Four patients 
were selocted, two women and two men. 

The first subject was a male prisoner named 
Johnson. We is a decrepit old fellow, 68 years 
of age. He has been dissipated all his life, and 
is physically broken down, principally from 
rheumatism. He has been unable to work for 
along time. The doctors injected into his 
arms and legs three syringes full of the elixir. 

Immediately thereafter the doctors. took 
Herbert Brown, 70 years old. 
crippled burglar. Many years ago he burgla 
rized James Louis & Co.’s auction house, 
ln making his escape he fell through a hatch- 
way, breaking anarm and a leg. He was 
confined in the hospital for some months, and, 
when able, was brought totrial. He reveived 
a sentence of fifteen years, which he served at 
the Columbus penitentiary. When released 
he returned to this city, and soon got into 
more trouble. He was sent to the workhouse 
for fourteen months, and after serving the 
sentence he was out only three days when he 
was returned for three months. He was aiso 
given three injections, and the doctors at once 
went over to the

There they selected Bessie Wardel. a very 
hysterical, nervous woman, and a sufferer 
from chronic Bright’s disease, as well as other 
ailments.

William H. Seward taught school in Georgia, 
and tried to marry a Georgia girl with a plan- 
tation and some niggers thrown in, jand be- 
cause she wouldn’t have him he went back 
and abused us. Our chief justice, 
Hiram Warner, came down and taught 
school, and married a wife and 
Some negoes and stayed here likea gentle- 
man. Old Dr. Church, the president of 
Franklin college, did the same thing. The 
state used to be full of northern men with 
southern principles and it is full of their chil- 
dren now. Mrs. Lincoln’s brother was on 
General Sam Joncs’s staff on our side during 
the war. Mrs. Lincoln’s sister presented a 
confederate flag to a confederate company in 
the beginning of the war. General George H. 
Thomas, who was a Virginian, offered to fight 
on our side if he could get a brigadier’s place 
—and so did Black Jack Logan. 
history. What a commentary upon principle 
and patriotism.

The negro knows 
how itis and would be content if the fools 
and fanatics of the north would let him alone.

A Negro in Oglethorpe County Probably 
Murders a White Man. 

LEXINGTON, Ga., August 12.—[Special.]—

To save his 
brother, L. M. Waller rusbed up and struck his 
assailant with a light cane he had in 
his hand, whereupon the negro 
turned and dealt Mr. Waller 
heavy biow just above the left temple, fractur- 
ing the skull and exposing the brain. Yester- 
day a piece of skull an inch square was taken 
from the wound, and the physicians have no 
hopes for the recovery of the sufferer. The 
negro tled, and has so far evaded arrest.

AUGUSTA’S ORPHAN ASYLUM 


| THE BURNING OF THE BUILDING 


hie ee 


The Work of Rebuilding to Begin at Ovce— 
The Original Organization of the Charity, 
and Its History Since. : 

Aveusta, Ga., August 12.—[Specia!.]—Last 
night’s Associated Press gave you the facts of 
the burning of that magnificent charity 
institution, the Augusta Orphan asylum. 
Persons who haye visited Augusta will remem- 
ber the handsome structure, which stands on 
the left of the Georgia railroad as you enter the 
city. It was a gem of solid architectural 
beauty, five stories high, with a mansard roof 
and largecupola. It was of brick, trimmed 
with stone, and neat iron yerandahs gave an 
attractive finish to the substantial pile. It 
was built by Mr. W. H. Goodrich, after plans 
furnished by Mr. D. B. Woodruff. architect. 
It was begun in December, 1570, and completed 
sufticiently for occupancy in December, 1873. 

As early as 1853 the legislature incorporated 
“Thomas W. Miller, Henry H. Cumnmng, 
Edward F. Campbell, John Milledge, Artemus 
Gould, Lewis D. Ford and John R. Dow, aud 
all others who may associate with them aud 
their sucéessors,’’ a body politic and corporate, 
by the name and style of “The Augusta Or- 
phan asylum,” and authorized the city council 
“to make a donation of either lots of land, 
money or tle bonds of said city, to such 
amount as they may deem proper, to the 
Augusta Orphan asylum, to be used for the 
purposes of said association.”’ 

-In May, 1854, the first board of managers, 
composed of Azrtemus Gould, president; 
Thomas W. Miller, Lewis D. Ford, James 
Gardner, R. H. Gardner, Dr. James Mackie 
and John R. Dow, adopted a constitution and 
by-laws. | . 

‘Early in 1855, a house was rented and placed 
in charge of a matron, and four orphans ad- 
mitted to the privileges of the asylum. 

At the sametime steps were taken looking 
to the erection of an orphan house upon a lot 
appropriated by the city council for that pur- 
pose. This, however, became unnecessary, by 
reason of a liberal bequest made the society in 
the will! of Isaac S. Tuttle, Esq., who died on 
Decgmber 12, 1855, leaving the house formerly 
occupied by him, on Walker street, and other 
property, amounting in all gto $50,000, for the 
use of the association. 

The gift, added to the annual income from 
two hundred shares of Georgia railroad stock, 
previously appropriated to the asylum by the 
city council, upon the recommendation of Mr. 
Miller, then mayor of the city. provided amply 
for the institution in its infancy. 

The ‘‘Tuttle house’ was at once fitted up 
for an orphans’ home, and. with subsequent 
additions, occupied as such about seventeen 
years. 

On the ninth_of January, 1859, Dr. George 
M. Newton, stepson of Mr. Tuttle, died, leav- 
ing to the asylum property vaiued at $200,000. 

This munificent endowment mace the in- 
stitution perhaps the wealthiest charitable or- 
ganization in the state, and the income of the 
society, under the careful management of its 
first president, Mr. Gould, so far exceeded its 
necessary expenditures, that at the time of 
his resignation of the trust, in April, 1870, the 
par value of its capital was $548,071. In De- 
cember of that year the magni- 
ficent structure which has just been 
gutted by flames was begun, and 
and completed three years later. There are at 
this time 110 inmates of the institution, but 
fortunately, at this time more than half of 
them were in the country at different places 
enjoying a vacation with relatives or friends, 
so only about fifty children were at the asylum 
atthetime. Most of these were outside of the 
building in the beautiful grounds at the tiine, 
so none were hurt in any way and there were 
no narrow escapes or dangerous situations. 

THE ORIGIN UNKNOWN. 

No one can give the origin of the fire. The 
flames were bursting through the roof when 
discovered. It was in the north wing, and as 
the laundry is situated in that part of the 
building, the flames are supposed to have 
originated there. But as there was no fire 
there on Sunday, the only hypothesis is that 
it must have suiouldered and eaten its Way to 
the roof gradually from Saturday night. In 
the top ‘story. over this laundry, there wasa 
storeroom of inflammable material, and when 
the smouldering fire reached that it was soon 
fanned into flames. 

FIGHTING THE FLAMES, 

The fire department responded promptly to 
the alarm, but the fire had become a roaring 
conflagration when they reached the building. 
Everybody thought total destruction must re- 
sult, but by herculean efforts the fire, which 
was burning from the top down, was checked 
at the third story and the second and first 
stories remain intact. The four walls are also 
all right, so that the building is far from de- 
stroyed. 

THE COST AND INSURANCE. 

When originally built by Contractor Good- 
rich, the structure cost in an unfurnished state 
£116,000. Since that time, over $22,000 of 
improvements have been made, snaking a total 
of $138,635.

The affairs of the institutien are in fine con- 
dition, and the money needed, above the in- 
surance, for rebuilding is at hand. Last night 
the orphans ‘were taken to the houses of 
friends, and most of them tothe residence of 
Mr. James L. Fleming, about a mile from the 
institution. He tendered his large sixteen- 
room honse tothe managers, and they promptly 
occupied it. What permanent arrangements 
wilk be made for the accommodation of 
the children until the asylum can be rebuilt 
have not yet been determined upon. Presi- 
dent H. H. Hickman, of the Graniteville 
Manufacturing company, ig president of the 
board of manageres, and Cashier J. T. New 
berry, of the Planters’ Loan and Savings 
bank, is secretary. The board is composed of 
leading men of the city, and everything look- 
ing to the rehabilitation will be done wisely 
and weil. 

BROKE OUT AGAIN.

at Rumors Bring Out a Crowd on the 
an tr and for Some Time Trouble Was Fearcd 


J - Governor Gordon Addresses the Crowd and All 


- Disperse—The Scenes and Incidents.

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Foolish rumors came very near leading to a 
serious encounter between the whites and 


negroes last night. 

And the ramors appear to have been false. 

About noon it was curf@tly stated upon 
the streets that a party of negroes had pre- 

figures, and intended to burn in efligy 

r. Lyons and’ Miss Lyons, recently in the 
postoffice service. 

This was to be a retaliation for the burning 
of General Lewis and Colonel Buck in efligy. 

The burning, so the rumors declared, was to 
take place about dark, or’soon after, near the 
pestofiice building, and was to be 
conducted by & party of 
or three hundred~. negroes with 
brass bands. The figures, so the story ,went, 
had been prepared and were secreted in an 
old building inthe rear of the old Beaver 
glide on Ivy street. At dark the negroes hav- 
ing the affair in hand were to congregate near 
that place, and, headed by the band, convey 
the figures to the postefiice, together with the 
scaffold upon which they were to be swung. 
Before the burning there was to be speaking. 

The report soon became the absorbing topic 
on the streets. 

Then a resistance was suggested by some 
one, and in a short time it was generally 
known that several parties had been organized 
to oppose the burning in effigy, even if it re- 
quired a desperate fight to do so. 

A run was made upon the gun stores, and it 
is reported that before dark hundreds of pistols 
and tlousands of cartridges were sold. 

The purchasers did nct confine themselves 
to pistols and repeating ritles—shotguns and 
knives wore in demand. 

During the entire afternoon crowds hung 
about the Fitten building on Marietta and 
Broad streets, discussing the rumors and pre- 
dicting trouble. Itso happened that the ne- 
gro Odd Fellows’ convention was in session 
near the opera house and a grand street parade 
was to be a feature of the day. About four 
o’clock the members of the lodge formed on 
the street in front of the Bell pbuilding. A 
brass band was in froni, followed by carriages 
containing the officers. Then came along line 
of Odd Fellows iu full regalia. The sight of 
the negroes seemed to increase the feeling. 

Late in the evening Hall & Woodward’s to- 
bacco store on Broad street, north, became the 
point of rendezvous for those who contem- 

lated a part in the anticipated trouble. Dan 

Jall went into the resistence with his whole 
soul, andin ashert time was looked upon as 
the autliorized leader. Parties were organized 
as squads or companies, aud one of about 
twenty purchased repeating rifles. 

By dark the affair had assumed such propor- 
tions as to indace cool-headed gentlemen to 
call upon Mayor Hemphill and Captain Eng- 
lish, chairman of the board of police commis- 
Bioners. Mayor Hemphill and Captain Eng- 
lish held a conference, and then instructed 
Chief Joyner of the fire department, 
and. Chief Connolly of the police de- 

artment, to have their entire force 

n readiness should trouble occur. Chief Joy- 
ner saw that his men were armed and then 
arranged his machinery soghat he could throw 
thousands of gallons of water upon the crowd 
in no time. 

Soon after dark Marietta street, from the 
ostoftice to Peachtree,was thronged with peo- 
le. Shot gunsand other weapons could be 

geen on many. 

But the negroes did not appear. 

Rumors that squads of two and three hun- 
dred were forming on Decatur street and Ellis 
atreet and Ivy street with a- determination to 
reach the postoffice at all hazards, created 
quite an excitement, but the rumors were un- 
tiue. 

On Decatur street the negroes gathered in 
pmall crowds on the corners, the largest being 
at the corner of Ivy. They were not very 
much excited, and the appearance of the street 
was about what it usually is in the evenings. 

No talk of the eftigy burning was heard 
among them, and no special subject seemed to 
mecupy their thoughts. A great many didn’t 
even know what the white people were as- 
pembling for. 

‘The killing of the negro by the policeman 
Bunday morning was talkedjaboutjamong the 
groups of negroes more than anything elise, 
and at times it created considerable excite- 
gnent. 

Only one trouble occurred on Decatur street’ 
About 9 o0’clock, when the crowds were at 

their largest, a drunken white man came up 
Decatur stret. When he gottothe corner of 
Loyd, he became mixed upina crowd of ne- 
groes who were on that corner. and in a short 
time afterward became so disorderly that the 
police took himin charge. The officers started 
with himto the stationhouse, followed by-a 
crowd of negroes, who Kept yelling all the 
while. 
” The yells of thecrowd rised the prison- 
er,and when®he got as far as Brady 
Milier’s stable, he began a struggle with the 
licemen. This set the crowd,to yelling still 
ouder, and from all directions people came 
unning to the scene, supposing that a rlot 
iad commenced. 

The struggle between the policeman and 
their prisoner continued for some miuutes 
amid all sorts of shouts and hisses. 

“Shoot him!’’ yelled a negro named Oliver, 
who appeared to be one ot the leading agita- 
tors among the colored people. 

‘Yes, shoot him like you did that nigger last 


night,” cried an ; 
“If it w: you'd kill him in no 
fime!”’ criéd a tall, yellow negro named Wil- 


Jiamson, who was standing near the inner 
edge;of the crowd that surrounded the officer. 
twas not long before reinforcements ar- 
rived, andthe man who caused the trouble 
was taken to the station house. 

Oliver and William were arrested for at- 
tempting to incite the colored people. The 

licemen and their prisoners were followed 

y the crowd, and when the stationhouse was 
reached, fully fifteen hundred people had con- 
grogated in the vicinity. 

No arms were found on the two negroes, 
Olivcr and Williamson, but both were under 
the influence of liquor. 3 

The colored Odd Fellows hall was open for 
an entertainment and a band was at the en- 
trance. The music attracted the people and 
some hard talk was indulged in by the negroes 
and whites. 

The negroes thought the whites were inter- 

fering with their entertainment, and about 
nine o’clock the few colored women. who re 
mained in Odd Fellows hall became so 
alarmed by the demonstrations going on in the 
street below that the colored men decided to 
take some measures to restore order. After 
@ consultation three of the officers of the lodge, 
Graves, Askew and Lyons, were appointed a 
committee to wait on the governor and re- 
quest his interference. 
__ The committee found the governor seated on 
the front porch smoking his cigar, but evidently 
worried by the sounds of cheering which oc- 
casionaliy reached him. Assoon as the com- 
mittee explained their situation and tcld how 
the crowd was interfering with their enter- 
tainment and how they were afraid of their 
lives, the governor consented to return to 
Marietta street and see what he could do to- 
ward dispersing the mob. 

When the governor’s well-known face ap- 
peared on the corner of Marietta and Broad 
streets he was recognized and the crowd closed 
about him. 

When he reached the middle of the street 
he stopped to speak to a policeman, and im- 
mediately a rush was made from every direc- 
tion to hear what was said. He pushed nis 
way a little further and then gave it up. Cries 
for a speech — to be heard, but only for a 
few minutes. he governor paid no attention 
tothe demand. Thenasthe demands for a 
talk continued, he said: 

“If [hada box to stand on I might say 
something, but from where I stand it would be 
useless.”’ 

Some one immediately ran into Tyner’s 
drug store and returned with a chair. 

Fifty hands were held out to assist the gov- 
ernor to mount it. As his head appeared 
above the crowd, cheer after cheer was given, 
The noise lasted several minutes, and then 
Bagh stillness took the place of noise for the 


‘ eis during the mig. 
‘Tam deeply grateful,”’ said the governor, 
"#2 you, my friends, for the greeting

tendered me. I have simply come to ask yon 
to go quietly to your homes. I am sure there 
is not one in this vast crowd who would not 
deeply deplore any disturbance. IT kpow my 
copntrymen, that there is not a white 
man or 4 colored man here tonight who would 
think of using violence orof making trouble. 
But the misfortune is in a great assembly like 
this that a light word or ungarded action may 
bring about ‘incalculable suffering. There 
fore, it is that I beg you to go away from here 
like quiet citizens and seek your a 
homes. Do me this kindness when I ask the 
order-loving people of thestate of Georgia to 
disnerse. I undertake to guarantee that the 
police are abundantly able to protect the 
city and the colo people, and I beg you 
again to go home. And now one word of 
warning to my colored friends. You have 
nothing to fear from the white people. A col- 
lision such as you dread wonld be equally 
distressing for all classes, and I beg you also 
togohome. Trust me and the police to pro- 
tect you. Itis our duty todoso and rest as- 
sured we will do our duty. Once more I beg 
you all to go home.”’ 

The governor’s. speech was met with wild 
applause, and, after a few minutes, the crowd 
perceptibly diminished. és 

When the governor had left, Graves, one of 
the colored committee, said that'300 people 
had been frightoned away from the entertain- 
ment which the Pride of Georgia le was 
giving. He said that, foreseeing thé crowd 


which was likely to gather, he requested police 


protection, and assured the committee that 
Chief Connolly would see there was no serious 
trouble, 

The crowd began to dwindle away as Gov- 
ernor Gordon left, and by eleven o’clock only 
a few persons were upon the block. 

The negroes, when informed of the cause of 
the gathering, denied most emphatically that 
any effigy burning had been thought of. 

No one could be found who had seen the 
figures, and all denied any intention of talking 


A COLORED CITIZEN SPEAKS. 


Editor Barnett Says That it Was a Mis- 
take. 

A. W. Burnett, editor of the Atlanta De- 
fiance, was seen last night. He said: 

‘It is universally regretted among the col- 
ored people that the demonstration occurred 
last night.’’ 

“Why was it?” 

“I believe that the killing of Knight and 
the meeting of the colord Odd Fellows 
caused all the racket. Somebody gotan idea 
from seeing so many colored people on the 
strects, that they were intent on mischief.”’ 
***How did the rumor spread?”’ 

“Well, a reporter of an afternoon paper 
called on several of us on Marietta street and 
asked if such athing as the burning of Mr. 
and Miss Lyons in efligy was contemplated. 
We replied most emphatically no, and begged 
him for the sake of the peace and good order 
of the city, not to allow such rumors to be pub- 
lished in his paper. He said most assuredly 
he would not, and left us with that under- 
standing.”’ 

‘‘When was the next you heard about it?”’ 

“About six o’clock we saw the paper had 
done the racea great injustice, and would be 
responsible for any trouble that might 
eccur. It would not only incite the young 
white men to defend the honor of the city, 
but would ut the worse class ~ of 
colored people on their guard. We 
do not believe in the urning in 
eiigy buisness, anyway, and I think I voice 
the opinion of all the better class of colored 
people in this matter, and we believe that the 
better class of white people will see that justice 
will be done the negro. We deplore the burn- 
ing of the efligies of General Lewisand Colonel 
Buck, but we are willing to submit our cause 
to the people of Atlanta.”’

Such men as{igneral Longstreet, 
Mr. Walter Johnson, Mt. W. T. B. Wilson, 
Mr. Norcross—these men would adniinister, 
as they have administered, our offices with-

The Philadelphia North American, how- 
ever, makes one point to which we reply: 
he citizens of Atlanta have registered their 
protest against any assignment for the negro not 
sirictly menial, They are willing he should dig, 
and harvest, and wait on the table, and some of the 
gentlemen who countenanced the Atlanta demon- 
stration are probably willing..that ‘the negro shall 
see that they do not go to bed with their boots on. 


Now, we ask the American a few simple 
questions, to which we ask a plain and sim- 
ple answer. 

If fifty negro Goviiniers were to go to 
Philadelphia could they join the carpenters’ 
union and work side by side with white car- 
penters? They do that in every city in the 
south. 

Could fifty negro barbers be admitted to 
the white barbershops of Philadelphia? 
Why is it that of all the thousands-of cab 
drivers in the_north there are no negroes, 
when in the south white and black drive 
together on the streets? Why are no col- 
ored brickmasons permitted te work in the 
trade in New York? Why no colored type- 
setters? Whyarethere no colored black- 
smiths in the cities of the north? 

Simply because the whites hold those 
trades in which the negro could find lucra- 
tive and reasonable employment, and they 
shut the negro out. 
mitted to enterthem, and onthe building in 
which we write white and black inen worked 
side by side at equal wages, from the foun- 
dation to the roof. Such a thing would have 
been impossible In New York or Philadel- 
phia, anid the American knows it. It is said 
that Mr.’Carnegie and others are now or- 
ganizing large forces of negroes to take to 
the north, and with this cheap labor drive 
out or control their white workmen. We 
sha!l watch with interest. the working out of 
this experiment. 

The Godly north can Iectufe the south on 
ite treatment of the negro, but it has never 
let conscience or riglit stand in its way when 
déaling With acolored race. Every tribe of 
Indians that stood before the Puritans—the 
Pequods, the Mohicans, the Delawares—all 
fell beneath theirterrible wrath, and not one 
retains even its tribal existence. The 
Creeks, the Cherokees, the Seminoles, all 
the tribes with which the cavalier dealt, 
were spared and dealt with by treaty, and are 
now living in the west on their own lands. 
‘When the Chinaman, with his cheap labor, 
began to interfere with the north she broke 
treaties, abrogated national rights and closed 
her gates against the Chinaman. So she 
will do with the negro if he ever gets nu- 
merous enough to make an appreciable cle— 
ment of her population. Worse she has 
done with him, as at Felicity, Ohio, where 
she drove him from the schools, which the 
law said he had the right to enter. 

And yet, with this record on the Indian 
question, on the Chinese, with the poor nc- 
gro children of Felicity, Ohio, still barred 
out by influential republicans from the 
schools in which they have legal right— 
with the negro mechanics shut out from 
every useful trade in the north, and made 
there, more than anywhere else, the menial 
and the slave—her Scribes and Pharisees de- 
* pounce the south for its injustice to a weak 
and inferior race, and with the unrebuked 
letter of Mrs. Canfield still going the rounds 
of the press, stand up to rebuke us for 
having sectional prejadice and bitterness.

“moré than on¢-plantation in the south, and 


in Putnam county, at least, watermelon 
syrup was no rarity. Properly made, itis 
clearer than honey and as sweet, and while 
the primitive experiments to reduce it to 
sugar were failures, there can be no doubt 
that the surplugcrop can be made to take 
the place of the “honey sweetening” of 
commerce to a great extent. It may be, 
too, that experiments carried on in a more 
scientific way will result in the granuiation 
hecessary to make sugar. 

But that is not absolutely necessary. It 
is certain that an excellent quality of syrup 
can be made, and it is to this fact that the 
farmers should turn their attention. The 
melon can be cultivated at less expense 
than either sugar-cane or the sugar beet, 
and if the syrup is properly handled it will 
take the place of cane syrup and molasses as 
an article of food. 

Colonel Duncan estimates that the profits 
of one gounty of Seuth Carolina ( Barn- 
well) would be $200,000 if the melons were 
made into syrup, whichis more than the 
crop would bring if it were sold as fruit. In 
addition the refuse remaining after the 
crushing process makes excellent stock 
feed, and, according to Colonel Duncan, 
this will repay the cost of making the 
syrup, | 

We do not vouch for the figures, but we 
present them cheerfully, with the remark 
that the south is the greatest section of a 
great and. growing country. 


The Fall Elections. 

Kentneky led off the other day witha 
democratic victory of the old-fashioned 
kind, It was a midsummer affair and very 
satisfactory for the season. The republic- 
ans went into the campaign with a good 
deal of vigor and audacity, and they came 
out smashed. This election was the first 
greeting of the new-south tothose who have 
been boasting that the administration would 
break up the solidity of the south. 

In Mississippi, General Chaimers is run- 
ning against ex-Governor Stone, who is the 
nominee of ihe democratic party for gov- 
ernor, and an’ effort will be made to carry 
out the promises that have been made in re- 
gard to breaking the solid south. But the 
cainpaign, so far as the republicans are con- 
cerned, is a@ mere make-belicyve one. The 
democrats are solider and stronger than 
ever. 

The only chance that the republicans 
have is in Virginia, where Mahone has 
promised to shake matters up. The issue 
to be made in that campaign wil] pertain 
largely to the odious excise taxes, and some 
democrats may possibly be led to vote with 
but it 
does seem to us.that no reasonable and 
right thinking man can afford to desert 
the democratic party in the hope that the 
republica yill be moved to repeal a law 
which th ‘ented for the purpose of op- 
pressing the southern people. Itis a repub- 
lican law, and it has always been upheld 
aud indorsed by republicans until a few 
months ago, when a number of well-mean- 
ing democrats, misled by the situation, were 
induced to indorse it. 

The excise law, as it now stands, will 
never be repealed by the republicans. It 
is amachine of such power of oppression 
that the republicans will continue to uphold 
it in the vain hope that by means of it they 
can break the solid south. There is no 
reason Why any intelligent democrat in Vir- 
ginia or elsewhere should be deceived by 
the protestations of the republican poli- 
ticians. 

Two months from now the four new states 
will elect state officers and members of the 


legislatures, and the legislatures will elect 


United States senators. If the four new 
states go democratic, the republican ma- 
jority in the new congress will be swept 
away; but this is teo much to hope for. 
Washington and the two Dakotas will 
doubtless give republican majorities, but 
there is a chance in Montana for a brisk 
contest, with the probabilities favoring the 
democrats. Do the democrats propose to 
make sucha campaign as the occasion seems 
to warrant? It seems to us that the na- 
tional executive committee ought totake all 
four of the new states in hand, and, by 
timely and judicious advice and assistance, 
put the demeccrats in the new states on no- 
tice tliat they are at last in touch with the 
democrats of the union. 

Massachusetts and Iowa will elect repub- 
lican governors, but there is a fighting 
chance in Ohio, as there always is in an off 
year. New Jersey will elect a democratic 
governor if the party is harmonious. The 
election in Pennsylvania for minor state 
officers is interesting only on account of the 
attitude of the prohibitionists, who are 
very much irritated with the republicans, 

There is also to be a hot contest in New 
York state, in which Governor Hill pro- 
pos to demonstrate his personal as well 
as his party popularity. Minor state offi- 
cers are to be elected, and the legislature 
to be chosen will select a United States 
senator, 

Altogether, the fall campaigns will be 
very lively. Indeed, they will be in a meas- 
ure decisive, and it isto be hoped that the 
democrats will seize whatever advantages 
the occasion 0 offers.

TIMBER GOES, FLOODS COME. 


Result of Forest De- 
struction. 
Rondout Special te the New York Times. 

The heavy floods of the past spring and the 
present summer emphasize the fact that freshets 
are mainly caused by the great destruction of tim- 
ber. In Uleter county, where thousands of acres 
have been denuded of timber for the purpose of 
supplying markets with lumber, tanueries with 
bark, etc., this has been the result to a iarge extent, 

Trees do no grow to any grcat exient on mountain 
peaks, The tops of the Catskill mountains are 
usually covered with thick beds of moss aud vege- 
tation, which hold moisture. The evaporation is 
light atthe height of 3,000 to 4,400 feet. On lower 
plateaus, where hemlock has been cut for the bark, 
the trunks of-irees have been left on the ground. 
They form a sort of barrier, which, in a measure, 
prevents vegetation from being washed away, The 
agitation of the subject of destruction of t'mber has 
already been of benefit in the education of land 
owners, The otservance of arbor day by public 
schools in this state will result in great good in this 
direction. 

Recently an Ulster county farmer said he had cut 
an acre or two of trees on an clevated portion of his 
farm. In telling his experience, he said: ‘My first 
toss was the drying vp of a beautiful brook which 
had its source in my grove, and which ran through 
& number of fields, furnishing water for cattle while 
Five times the value of the wood I sold 
would have been refused for this stream. In the 
vicinity of the place where the timber stood the 
ground became dry during thesummer, When 
rain fell it did not seem to be absorbed; the water 
ran down the hillsides, making great gullies and 
doting much damage, while the fields through which 
the brook flowed did not yield as good crops. I am 
now a@ strong believer in the value of woodland on 
a farm, I believe it will pay farmers to plant groves 
of trees on the higher portions of their lands, if for 
no other purpose than to ‘retain the moisture,’’

Aspen leaves, too, were good against 
ague. And this reminds me of one curious princi 
ple which appears to have influenced the leech 
strongly in his choice of remedies—the so-called 
“Doctrine of Signatures,” 

To the old physicion all plants seemed to possess 
such curative powers as would render bim valuable 
assistance if he only knew the ailments in which 
w particular plant or part ofa plant might be pre- 
Beribed with propriety. His peculiar method of 
reading between the lines in the book of nature 
soon inabled him to surmount this difficulty to his 
own satisfaction, if not to the advantage of the 
patient. Theshape of a leaf or flower, its color, 
and a hundred other trifies were gladly accepted as 
indications of the medicinal virtues upon whichjhe 
could most confidently rely. Thus, nettle tea was 
sure to prove helpfulina case of nettle rash; the 
heart shaped leaves of the ordinary wood sorrel 
were remedialin cardaic disease; and termeric, on 
account of its deep yellow color, was of great repus 
tation in the treatment of jaundice. Is it any won~ 
der, then, that the quivering leaves of the aspen 
were esteemed as & cure for ague?

LIAMSON DUEL. 
Lessons Learned From the Courage Displayed b¥ 
Two of Georgia’s Sons—Scenes on the Field— 


some Notes and After- Thoughts. 


Is the day of chivalry dead? 
Then what was it that led Pat Calhoun, the 
other evening, to stand in front of Mr. Wii- 


. iamson’s pistol and withéut a tremor take five 


shots twelve paces away? And what was it 
that led him, when the last ballet had whistled 
by him, and his opponent’s life was in his 
hands, to discharge his pistol in theair? What 
was it that led Mr. Williamson, when he had 
exhausted his fire, ard stood with emptied 
pistol in band facing the man whose marvel- 
ous coolness be had just wiinessed, and whese 
pistol still held four balls, to say, ‘‘I am ready 
to receive your fire; proceed,’ rather than 
withdraw an assertion hehad made? Foolish? 
It may have been foolish—probably it was. 
And yet we can hardly help thinking, some- 
how, that behind it was the instinct and the 
impulse of a finer and a braver day than the 
world now knows or is likely to know again. 

Let us take the case of Mr. Calhoun—with 
his history we are best acauainted—and ana- 
lyze this duel and its meaning 

Pat Calhoun is the most brilliant and suc- 
cessful young man the south has preduced 
since the war. Only thirty-two years of ace he 
is practically at the head of the third largest 
railroad system on this continent. This sys 
ten was projected from his brain, and made 
with his hands. He has a fortune of nearly 
a half million dollars that in the development 
of his plans may easily become a million or 
more. In his profession he ranks with the 
very best lawyers of America. Beginning the 
practice in Atlanta younger than his rivals, he 
has easily outstripped them al!,and today 
stands with a larger income, a wider opportun- 
ity, and a higher position than any man north 
or south of anything like his age. All of this 
he has achieved without the slighiest tarnish— 
ing of his integrity—without indirection, 
and holding the love and respect of all wlio 
know him, 

His character is flawless, and his success 
phenomenal. 
wife and children, 
friends, superb 


a beautiful home, devoted 
health and fine presence, 


wholesome and cordial habits, and, better than | 


all, youth and a genial nature, and we can 
appreciate how rich his life isin all that makes 
life happy. More than this, the grandson of 
the greatest statesman the south has produced, 
he has ambition to restore that revered name, 
and at the age of twenty-six, before the Com- 
monwealth club of Boston, made an address 
that, telegraphed in full to the New 
York Herald and other papers, 
made a profound impression, and e¢s- 
tablished the industrial south in the confidence 
of New England. He has stupendous plans 
for building up his state and his section which, 
if carried out, will change the currents oi 
commerce on this continent. He has worked 
at this deliberately and step by stepAhas sne- 
ceeded until having built up the third largest 
railroad system in the country, he has won the 
confidence of those who doubted and a support 
and cliantage that makes the rest of his work 
comparatively easy. He went to New York 
friendless and penniless a beardless boy, and 
measured arms with the giants of finance and 
trade. ‘This is the victory he has won. 

And yetthis life, so richly endowed, in 
which all the felicities seemed ta concentrate, 
he put at the hazardof a pistol shot to avenge 
an insult utteredin the heat of debate. At 
twelve paces away he stood with five pistol 
balls winging towards him from the band of 
accoland brave man, knowing that one of 
them might end his life ina breaths, and yet 
with fiveand disdaining courage standing un- 
moved as a statue until the last bullet had 
whistled by him and the pistol of his adversary 
was cinpty. 

Then began that colloquy that perhaps was 
never equaled on a dueling field. Mr. Wil- 
liamson had exhausted his fire, Mr. Calhoun 
had four balls left, and under the rule could 
fire at his leisure. 

‘*Mr. Williamson,’’ be said in a clear voice, 
raising his. pistol as if he were making an ar- 
gument in-court, “I have four balls left,’’ ete. 
No passion, no exaltation, no haste, but the 
uttermost and finest courtesy and gentleness, 
And Mr. Williamson, though he looked death 
in the face,and knew that Mr. Calhoun had 
the unchallenged right to take his life, said: 
‘Tt will not retract, and am ready for you to 
fire.’’ No bravado, no sullenness, but simply 
the determined courage of a man who had 
rather die than withdraw an assertion that 
had passed his lips in debate. And the 
colloguy began and ended with less excite- 
ment than the debate that had been the oc- 
casion of this meeting 

Ieolish! Why, it may have been, perhaps 
it was. Worse than foolish to have risked two 
such brilliant and -successful lives—for Mr. 
Williamson is in every tleld the worthy rival 
of Mr. Calhoun—worse than foolish to put at 
the hazard of a plunging bullet lives that 
Georgia needs, and thatthe south will make 
useful. Allright. This is another case, then. 
where we must sditdladiie § in the abstract, even 
where we admire in the concrete. It was a fine 
and engaging spectacle; those two daunt 
less men confronting each other in that gentle 
and dauntless spirit, and it warmed the cockles 
of the heart to read about it. 


At Raynes station, where the Williamson 
party were awailing Messrs. Calhoun and 
Jackson, who were in Mr. Williamson’sear at 
Cedar Bluff, Dr. Williamson, a brother of Mr. 
J.D. Williamson, arrived upon the scene on 
a train from Rome. ,. 

Mr. Williamson saw him as he alighted from 
the train and said: . 

Doctor, return on that train. Thisis an af- 
fair of honor. Under the code no relative of a 
principal is allowed upon the field. Return at 
once.”’ 

Dr. Wiiliamson, without a word, boarded 
the train and returned. 


The loading of the hammerless revolvers in 
the Calhoun-Williamson duel was very care- 
fully looked after. 

Just after Mr. Bruffey shot his finger, more 
cartridges were called for. Some one brought 
them from the car. Mr. King then said both 
weapons must be examined and properly 
loaded, wherenpon he and Captain Jackson 
called Mr. Barrett, of THe ConstitvuTion, and 
asked that he examine and load the two 
weapons. He opened the revolvers and in 
presence of the two seconds removed all the 
cartridges from the chambers of both pistols. 
Then he reloaded them, holding up each 

cartridge separately and having both seconds 
feel and see each ball as best they could in the 
dim light. Then the pistols were given the 
principals. 


It is due Mr. Wiliiamson to say thus promi- 
nently that one of the headlines *‘Mr. William- 
son Retracts,’’ did him 
printed accounts which followed the healine 
abundantly showed. Mr. Williamson with- 
drew his statement after Mr. Calhoun had 
fired his four shots into the air and stated that 
he did not have Mr. Williamson personally,in 
his mind before the railroad committee. 

It is stated that Mr. Williamson’s first choice 
for the fight was double barrel shotguns loaded 
with buckshot, but that Mr. W. B. Lowe per- 
suaded him from this choice. Mr. Lowe pur- 
chased the pistols that were used and siates 
that Mr. W illiamson had never shot them un— 
til he appeared on the ground.

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Near CARTERSVILLE, Ga., August 10.—To Cass- 

villc Farmers’ Aliianes, M-, Scott Dodd, President, 
Mr, Lon Gilbert, Secretary: Gentlemen—I have re- 
ceived a copy of your resolntions instructing me, as 
one of the representatives in the state legisiature 
trom this county, to vote against all appropriations 
of public money for higher education; and to vote 
all such appropriations to common schools. 
- Permit me, genticmen, tosay that as a represen- 
tative of the entire people of the county, and hay- 
ing the prosperity and happiness of Georgians in 
view, especially the white farming class, of whom I 
am one, I cannot and will not obey your instruc- 
tions 


It is believed that these instructions were man- 
aged and instigated by persons who had ulterior 
objects in view and who are using the Farmers’ Al- 
liance ali over the state to make these objects a 
success for their own personal benefit. 

It is understood that there isa central authority 
which has sent outits agents to carry out its pur- 
poses, and to instill such prejudices into the minds 
of the farmers of the state as will permanently in- 
jure tie Farmers’ Alliance and defeat the noble 
ends for which it was originated. 

My educational bill as drafted and introduced by 
myself into the legislature, devoted one-half of the 
rental ofthe Western and Atlantic railroad to the 
common schools of the state, no matter how high 
the annual rental might go. Common schools only 
get that much of the rental now—no more, 

Common schools also receive and will continue to 
receive all the liquor tax, all the poll tax, all 
the hire of convicts and the fees from inspection of 
fertilizers, not to mention several other sources of 
reyenue, making a grand total of over half a mil- 
lion of dollars given by the taxpayers of Georgia 
for common school education, of which the negro 
gets one-half; and it is apparent to all that the re- 
maining half bas accomplished but little in edn- 
cating the poor iyiyite children of the state. Its 
failures and defeats are palpable, as you know, 

Out of the remainder of the rental of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, I only asked that a few 
thousand dollars be set apart to provide high 
schools or district colleges or county academies 
for the white girls and boys, that they might 
at least be able to compete with the colored 
pupils, who ere trained, boarded and taught every- 
thinz that is to be le:rned in frat-class institutions 
of the country. My bill, therefore, simply provides 
for the white children of Georgia similar educa- 
tiona! privileges already provided for the colored 
people by northern philanthropy. If you desire to 
suppress the white race and give supremacy to an 
in‘erior race, your resolutions express your wishes; 
but I trust you were ignorant of their effect. These 
colored colleges and educational advantages for 
colored people are being augmented by miilions 
every year from northern generosity and sympathy. 
The northern people, who fought to free the slave, 
are determined to educate him, (and I am not 
opposed to their munificence) and they are rich 
enouzh to afford opportunities that southern poy- 
erty will never rival inits gifts to white children 
and their education. It would appear from your 
resolutions in the Farmers’ alliance that you are in- 
capable of comprehending this danger. 

‘hese resolutions strike me asa most unnatural 
proceeding—on the part ot mep, who make a busi- 
ness of com pjaining that legislation has done 
nothing for them or their children, It amazes me, 
that tho white farming class, who are so dependent 
on such appropriations for the education of white 
girls and boys of the state, should be led on by cer- 
tain politicians, tostab the dearest hopes of their 
own children—and through prejudice, to be -in- 
Huenced to their own injury. 

I hardly thought it necessary to tell you that ail 
money appropriated to common schools, is divided 
pro rata with the colored race, while the 
money appropriated to the university and 
its branches gocs directly to white pupils, 
under the constitution of the state—and the 
legisiature is authorized toapply it in any county 
under the direction of the state’s system of univer- 
sity education. Ialso thoughtit hardly necessary 
to tell you that the constitution of the state_posi- 
tively forbids the appropriation of a single dollar 
to sectarian or denominational colleges, but such 
are the facts. 

If I obey your instructions, the door is forever 
clesed to the white girls and boys of Georgia, whose 
parents are unable to pay board and tuition and 
traveling expenses to denominational colleges. I 
fondly hoped to bring higher education within 
their reach, that they might have an equal chance 
with the children of colored people, who are coaxed 
to enter colleges where everything is paid for by 
morthern money. 

You will please remember, gentlemen, that I am 
gp farmer as well as yourselves. 

You will also remember that after forty years of 
Intimate association with rou and sour fathers, that 
I would advocate no measurc that would oppsess 
the farmers of Bariow county, because I share alike 
your burdens and prosperity. 

There have been agreatmany petitions sent to 
the members of the legislatnre from the Farmers’ 
Alliance, coming from the different counties of the 


new industries there. Mr. Nevegold, the 
president of the rolling mill, is a Pennsyl- 
vanian, who was raised in the manufacture of 
hoop iron and knows all the details of man- 
— by which the business is made profi- 
table. 

As we stood looking at the rolls through 
which the billets were passing the white hot 
iron came out of the next to the last rollalong, 
thin, incandescent hoop, which might have 
been compared to a fiery serpent. 

Instead of eae it straight ont and send- 
ing it back through the last roll by the re- 
verse motion . the ‘boy who -_ stood 
there seized the end == with a 
pair of tongs as soon as it appeared and bent it 
round him to the last roll, which seized it and 
carried it throughin a second. Meantime he 
was standing inside the firery circle that 
whipped by his legs so fast that he seemed 
in imminent danger of having his calves 
burned off. 

‘That was the secret of my father’s success”’ 
said Mr. Nevegold; ‘‘whem I was a boy I 
Started that method more from laziness 
than anything else, and I became so expert at 
it that it was regularly adopted. We found 
that we could rnin it through 
the rolls quicker and get better results that way, 
so we have used that plan ever since. 

**It is not necessary, however, for the boy to 
stand there and bend the hot hoop about his 
legs. I have a guide box which leads it round 
to the last roll and dispenses with the boy al- 
together. I will put that on by and by.”’ 

his mill first takes pig iron of the various 
grades used to make the tough composition for 
cotton ties and puddlesit. Then it is ham- 
mered into blooms, which are reheated and 
rolled down into small billets. 

These billets are cut into short pieces and 
heated again. Passing through a number of 
rolls they come outat last one thirty-second 
of an inch thick and forty six feet long® 
They are then run through a smoothing ma™ 
chine and trimmed at the ends to a length of 
forty-four feet. This is cut into four 
pieces and the ties made. All 
that remains is to put them up 
in bundles of thirty, with thirty buckles 
strung on one of the ties. The thirty ties are 
placed in a long flat box just wide enough for 
two layersof nfteen to lie side by side. The 
buckles are put on one of the inside ties, and 
the whole pile is doubled over and bound with 
short pieces of hoop iron. The process of 
bundling usually takes two minutes, and an 
expert can put up a bundlein one minute. It 
takes four hundred bundles to make the day’s 
output of ten tons, and one hand can about 
keep up with the ties as they come out of the 
cutting machine. 

The puddling is done at night to avoid the 
heat. A singular fact in this connection is 
that the puddlers don’t suffer from heat as 
much here as they do in Pennsylvania. 

“I don’t know why it is,’’ said Mr. Neve- 
gold, ‘‘but they do not seem to get overheated 
so easily. It is not such an overpowering heat 
here as in the north—uot so suffocating.”’ 

Possibly this is due to a greater humidity in 
Pennsylvania. Whatever it is, the men feel 
the difference very greatly and are better able 
to stand up to their work in hot weather. 

The financial affairs of the mill are under 
the management of Mr. C. H. Cothran, a 
young business man who grew up and got his 
training at Rome. He says the product of the 
mill is largely sold ahead, and they are now 
working fifty hands with a weckly pay roll of 
five hundred dollars.

Lester, J. 8. Hudson and Tom Dodd, pro- 
ceeded to examine the witnesses. 

The first wituess introduced was John Stan- 
aford, who was at the house all the morning. 
He saw Charles and Sam Morris when they 
first began their row. He had been out cut- 
ting wood just before the shooting occurred 
and left the ax in the yard. 

Hie never saw the ax apy more until it was 
thrown into Black Maria. 

He testified to Charles Knight’s habit of 
getting drunk and acting in a boisterous man 
ner on several occasions. 


“~; 


He saw noneof the difficulty until after” ‘the 


killing, but remembered distinctly having left 
the ax lying flat on the ground when he left. 
A WOMAN’S TESTIMONY. 

Lizzie Jones was called. She saw the 
patrolman when he came and asked if that 
was Charlie, and the latter, denied that he was. 
Sam Morris said that it was Charlie, and the 
policeman told Charlie to come and go with 
hin. 

Charlie replied that he would ga as soon as 
he could get his coat, but, instead of doing so, 
he ran around the house, saying that no one 
man could carry him to the stationhouse. 

The policeman gave chase and, catching up 
with Charlie, struck him several biows with 
his club. 

They then began a struggle, and the negro 
was leaning heavily on the officer’s arm. They 
were close to the ax, and Charlie’s face was 
turned toward it, while the officer had his 
back to the ax when he shot Charlie. 

The wounded man staggered forward to his 
knees, foll over, and the policeman ran off. 

Lizzie said that Charlie had been there be- 
fore and had raised disturbances at Morris’s 
house before. He came home drunk Saturday 
night, and Sam Morris@ragged him inside his 
house. 

When he raised the racket Sunday morning, 
Alice Morris, Sam’s wife, sent for a policeman 
and had Charlie arrested. 

SLACK SWEARING. 

Annie Slack swore to having witnessed the 
tragedy. She was down in the garden to get 
some vegetables. 

She heard somebody say, 
stop! Come go with me.”’ 

She locked over the fence and saw that a 
policeman had hold of him, and they were 
struggiing. 

Charlie said ‘*No, let me tell you something. 

Hold on a minute.”’ 
»2<hen she heard a rumbling as if the police- 
man or Charlie had fallen against the 
She saw the oflicer draw his pistol and 
had Charlie by thearm, and fired, and Charlie 
fell forward on his hands and knees. The 
blood gushed out, and Charlie says: 

“Oi, you’ve killed me. You've ruined me, 
man, look at me.’’ 

Then the policeman turned and walked 
away, turned back and looked at the dead 
man, then kept going. 

The dying man attempted to crawl, but sank 
down onthe ground and was dead ina few 
minutes. She did not see the ax or the po- 
licenran’s club. She went down to the fence 
and lcoked on. The crowd gathered around, 
BRt nobody touched the body. 

AS TO KNIGHT'S CHARACTER, 

Patrolman Christophine testified to having 
been called upon about six months ago to help 
the stationhouse keeper to put Charles Knight 


“Stop, Charlie, 


in his eell. 

With three other patrolmen he struggled 
with (Knight iv trying to get him into the cell. 
Kuight jammed the witness around and tore 
the skin off his thumb in the scuftle. 
the negro had to Le knocked down before he 
would submit. 

Witness testified to Knight having threat- 
ened to kill the man that arrested bim when 
he wculd be locked up. 

Christophine swore that Officer Chanler was 
not a fractious man, or a man given to resort- 
ing to violent measures in arresting people. 

Patrolman Thomas C. Ryan was introduced 
and swore that Knight always gave trouble 
when arrested. Even after being locked un, 
he would, if under the influence of liquor, try 
to kill the prisoners. Since 1884 he had been 
locking and helping to lock up Knight, who 
would ‘fight anyvody, was quarrelsome and ex- 
tremely stroug. 

At least seven different times he had seen it 
require a nmunber of officers to manage 
Knight. 

He gave officer Chanler a most excellent 
character for coolness and bravery. 

Patrolman Bob Goodson testified to havi ing 
assisted Ofiicer Coun to arrest Charles Knight. 
They had to beat him up a good deal to con- 
quer him. At that time Knight cursed the 
ofticer, and fought from Willingham’s corner 
to the station-house. 

Afterwards Judge Van Epps sent Knight to 
the ——* for a month for cursing the 
officers. 

Chief Connolly could not recall Charlie 
Knight. He testified to Officer Chanier’s good 
character. Chanler had been shot at a few 
days ago by a negro, Lewis Jones, whom he 
Was trying to arrest. 

Call Officer George Hamilton testified to 
having had trouble in assisting Ofticer Mc- 
Cullen to arrest Knight. 

On the fourth of July Knight had been 
locked up and was fighting the other prisoners 
so much that witness and the janitor had to 
remove him from the cell. Knight resisted 
and swere he would die before he would go. 
Finally be was removed after much truuble. 

Special detective Casan, testified that he 
saw Knight attack Officer Starnes in the 
stationhouse, when it took six ofiicers to lock 
him up. 

Casan swore that Chanler is cool and brave, 
neither fractious nor boistericus. 

Patroleman Henry Starnes testified that 
Knight was a very bad man and that he had 
had a good deal of trouble arresting him, and 
Knight fought him after they got to the 
stationhouse. He had heard of threats made 
by Knight against the officers. 

THE AX WAS THERE, 

Patrolman Tom Aldridge testified to Officer 
Chauler’s good character. He arrived at the 
scene in afew minutes after the shooting and 
excitement was running high among a “Taree 
crowd of ne wang resent. 

He saw th ying within three feet of 
the ne roe’s head, with the handle extended 
toler: his head. The body was lying in a 
very narrow alley, not more than four a t 
wide, and the ground was covered with bl 
There was no sign of bruises on his head. 

Patrulman Lynan was sworn and stated that 
Knight was a very boisterous negro, and wit« 
ness had assisted in putting him in the cell, 
after a good deal of trouble. re 

Sergeant Bob Ozburn testified that Officer 

Chanier had worked with him and under him 
for along time. He had found Chaunler to be 
unusually cautious and careful. 
Officer E. B. Pelot had arrested Charles 
Knight on July 4, and he had resisted then, 
but was locked up and fined $10 and costs by 
Judge Anderson. 

Pelot also saw the ax near Knight’s body 
after he was shot. He had always ee 
Chanler as a peaceable man and a good offi 

Patrolman Phillips swore. to having }} Had 
trouble with Knight on Saturday night, ‘and 
had twice to order Knight to go off and not 
obstruct the sidewalk.~ Knight was drinking 
and growled a good deal, and came near giving 
trouble. 

Patrolman Harper had arrested Knight on 
Decatur street last January. They had a ter- 
rible struggie with him on that occasion. 

Patrolman Looney testified to the good char- 
acter of Officer Chanler, saying that he was a 
cool and considerate man and reliable oixcer,

When he came near he saw a large negro 


with a big broad hat, and he was talking with 
Samps Morris. He asked if that was Charlie 
Knight, and the negro denied it, but the wo- 
man said it was. 

Then Charlie said that he and Samps were 
just skylarking. Thé woman said no, take 
him away, an then he started to take hold of 
the negro, and the latter said he’d go, but 
wanted to get his coat and change hats with 
Samps. As the negro reached the gate he 

said: ‘‘No, damn you, I won’t go with you 
nowhere,”’ 

Then began a good deal of dodging around, 
until finally the policeman caught him 
by the waistband of his pants 
and then the negro struck at him, hitting him 
across the mouth, which is still bloodshot. He 
struck again, knocking the officer’s hat off. 

The policeman struck him once with his 
club and struck at him again. The negro ran 
and stumbled and fell. ‘Ihe officer gained on 
him by this and caught him again aud Charlie 
stumbled up against “the fence and stopped. 

Samps Morris brought the officer’s hat and 
put it on his head. Hie told Charlie that there 


“was not much ofa case against him then, but if 


he resisted the case might be made much 


worse. 

Three negroes had come close to them, and 
the ofiicer called on each one of them in turn 
forassistance. They refused! 

NEARING THE AX. 

The negro kept nearing toward the ax, and 
the ofiicer gotin front of the negro and a terri- 
ble struggle ensued. 

Thee: gro got the officer’s left hand pin- 
ioned and, being very strong, wrenched him 
around until he dropped his club. Believing 
that Charlie intended tokill him either with 
his club or the ax, the oflicer pulled his pistol} 
from his scabbard, and reaching over his left 
shoulder, fired dow nward. The negro’s hold 
relaxed and he fell. 

The officer then picked up his club and 
walked off. After this statement the evidence 
closed. 

THE TWO MEN. 

Officer Chanler is rather a smali-sized man, a 
confederate veteran, and a man of genial but 
fearless temper. 

Knight was a large negro, and a perfect 
devil when he had liquor in him. On his 
back was discovered the cicatrix of an old 
wound four or five incheslong, reaching half 
across his body. 

The verdict was that Charlie Knight came 
to his death from a pistol shot wound from the 
hands of Policeman Ed Chanler while in the 
ijawful discharge of his duties as a public 
ofticer.

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LIFE IN LIBERTY: 


BENATOR RBRADWELL’S DESCRIP- 
TION OF THE NEGRO ORGIES, 


Khe Negroes Away From the White Man’s 
Influence Seem to Be Relapsiag Into Bar- 
barism. 


Senator Bradwell has just returned from 
Liberty county, where he went at the special 
request of Governor Gordon to quiet the dis- 
turbance among the negroes. 

‘‘T was met at the train,’’ said he, “by an 
influential negro, who asked me what brought 
methere. ‘I have come down here to stop 
this foolishness,’ said I, ‘if it takes all the sol- 
diers and all tho artillery.’ ”’ 

“That ain’t the way to stop it,” said he. 
“Just tie ’em toa tree and strip ’em to the 
waist, and give ’em a good lashing. Just tell 
me to do it and I’ll stop ’em.” 

*‘Half a dozen of the other negroes standing 
@round agreed to join them, but I declined 
their assistance and got the county au thorities 
together and established a patrol of ten men 
in the swamp district, where this craze exists. 

“There were about seventy-five of them left, 
and they were collected at a place called Jeru- 
salem, where they had a rude shed of boards, 
which they called Solomon’s’- temple. 
They had lived for three days on nothing 
but an ear of green corn a 
day. They were very much emaciated 
mos the Virgin Mary as they called her was 
sick with the typhoid fever. They thought 
she was about to be translated. 
‘‘In the center of the — 
goods box covered with cloth, which they 
called the ark of the covenant. James had 
told them that any one who touched it would 
be struck dead. When the sheriff went and 
kicked the box over, they all fell on the floor 
os if they expected a thunderbolt to fall from 
heaven and strike them. 

‘*They seemed very much frightened, but 
dispersed when the sheriff ordered them to do 
so, saying, ‘Boss we ain’t doin no harm; we’s 
worshippin.’’ 

‘The woman they call the Virgin Mary is an 
ugly old negress, the mother of several cliil- 
dren, and below the S&verage in intelligence, 
She was rather mild. Her method was to 
make them bring their children to worship her 
and make them fall down and kiss her feet. 
‘Then she} would lay her hands on their heads 
and bless them. 

‘They have released on bond the men 
charged with minor offenses, but those who 
killed a woman at James’ order to beat the 
devil out of her are still in jail. The man who 
tried to prevent the murder and to make 
James put on his clothes, is in a precarious 
condition and it is thought he wiil die. 

‘*The orgies they went through under that 
old shed were hideous. They would form a 
ring of men and women and dance around 
with torches, making all sorts of hideous 
moises. As they got excited they would be- 

n to pull off their uppermost garments. 
‘hen they would take oif another and 
continue taking off their garments one at a 
time until they were naked. They would get 
down on their hands and knees and grunt 
like hogs and make noises like sheep. Then 
they would get up and run all around with 
torches crying fire a hundred times. All this 
z.0ise was to drive off the devil. 

“Tony LeConte who called himself King 
Solomon was following the example of his 
illustrious name-sake—he was picking out a 
thousand. 

The whole district is now being patrolled and 
the negroes are quiet. The day after they 
wero dispersed they met in three separate 
places in small gatherings, That shows they 
are weakenin - 

‘*The only danger of further trouble wil] be 
on the sixteenth of this month, the day they 
are to get their wings. Bell said they would 

t them then and the wings would drop from 
fre sky. He charged them five dollars a pair 

xx men and four dollars for women. Later 
he reduced the price. 

**James when he succeeded Bell in his claim 
4 be Christ tore up the money that came in 

or wings and scattered the coin. He was a 
magistrate and adjourned his court, telling 
them that the next time he held court it would

be in heaven, and then he would judge them 
if they didn’t do just right. 

“They had everything in 
brought their provisions together. They 
let their crops go an let the 
cattle in toeat them. Now they are in a mis- 
erable condition. 

**There is one impression about this affair 
which I wish to correct. LIobserve that some 
of the northern papers say the trouble is that 
the negroes are not educated, That is not 
true. James wasa magistrate and wrote a 
fair hand. Tony LeConte was licensed to 
teach school. I examined him last year and 
he passed. His-examination was very fair. 
Now he is eating grass. Whenever the jailer 
will let him out he _- gets down 
on his bands and knees and_e eats 


common and 


grass. Ho thinks he is Nebuchadnezzar. 

‘‘The real trouble isthat the negroes live 
more apart from the white people than any in 
the state. Itisalow, swampy section of the 
county, aboutfourteen miles long and ten 
miles wide. White people can’t live there 
and they have sold the land to the negroes, 
In this swamp country there are not less than 
6,000 or 8,000 negroes, and there is not a white 
family within five miles of them. The negroes 
vote 1,000in that district, and there nota 
dozen white votes. They are out of 
the reach of the jwhite man’s influence, 
and it looks like they have gone back to bar- 
barism. 

“At one end of this swampy section of coun- 
try is tne old midway meeting house, the oldest 
church in the south. There was an association 
there in 1774, and there United States senators 
and governors of the olden time are buried. 
Mclver, the colored member of the legisla- 
ture, lives there on land that belonged to Ly- 
man Hali, one of the signers of the declaration 
of independence. 

“Years ago that old church was turned 
over to the negroes, on condition 
that they would take care of 
the cemetery. Since then they have wor- 
shipped there,and,a northern man by*the name 
of Waite, a cousin of the late chief justice, 
was sent down from Connecticut by some 
missionary society to preach to the negroes. 
He has been there leading them and preach- 
ingtothem a number of years, and has a 
thousand inthe membership of his church. 
None of these negroes have gone into this ex- 
citement. Thecrazy ones came from a sec- 
tion of the swamp where there are negro 
preachers. They have au®tiher church there, 
and from its membership the false Christs haye 
drawn a good many of their crowd. 

‘‘The negro preachers are out in my paper in 
a statement of the affair. They estimate that 
one: twentieth of the negro population was in 
the craze. The best element of the negroes 
are down on those whoxwere engaged in this 
affair. They say that the whole negro popu- 
lation is blamed for it, and it has gone out that 
they ure all engaged in it when they heartily 
disapprove it. 

‘That country drained would be a paradise. 
Now a white man can’t stay there all night 
without having chills. It is covered with 
swamps au stagnant pools of 
water, but it is as rich as the Mississippi bottom. 
They raise a bale of cotton to the acre. withott 
a pound of fertilizer. The white people have 
about all sold their land to the negroes. Colo- 
nel ©. C. Jones is one who would not sell. He 
has a magnificent place there, and ‘Colonels’ 
island, off the coast, which is a lonely spot 


of the Jones family.”’

effort by Es 
MR. JOHNSON, OF CAMPBELL. 

H eis in fayor of the Rankin amendment. 

“We cannot,” said he, ‘‘do injustice to these 
lessees, ner toany man. I submit the propo- 
sition that they havevamade us an excellent 
lot of tenants. Thé¥ have not allowed the 
* property to run dowm.- They have rendered 
the public better passenger service than any 
other railroad in the state. They have pur- 
sued : more liberal policy generally than any 
other railroad inthe state. Their enormous 
growth of business is in itself aproof of this, 
and the ueticeably large number of new settle- 
ments along their lineis another. _ 

“Now, what is the purpose of the present 
lessees ?”’ 

Mr. Johnson answered his question by quot- 
ing atseme length from the letters of Gov- 
érnor Brown. 

“Now,” he continued, ‘I call your attention 
to the repert of the commission appointed 
under the Candler resolution of 1887. Have 
you ever regarded that report from the lessees’ 
standpoint? You mnstdo that to appregiaté 
its importance. I want to stop right Here to 
say that tho commissioners did not exceed 
their authority, as has been so often .charged 
against them. That, to put the argument 
tersely, is the report of the state’s own repre- 
sentatives oppointed for the special purpose of 
examining into the betterments question—for 
that was the real object inview. You can’t 
throw out that report. 

“Charges have been made about the lessees 
threatening and filibustering in this matter. 


This forces upon my mind a comparison be- 


tween the courses of the state and the lessees. 
So far ‘as my obsesvation extends, the lessees 
have beer courteous and dignified thronzhout. 
They might charge with greater truth that the 
representatives of the state have been high- 
handed, dictatorial and unreasonable. 

“The Rankin amendment, I am free to con- 
fess, does not exactly suit me, but it is the 
best they offered us. There are more better- 
ments in the third section than in that amend- 
ment. I hope that this house will adopt the 

tankin amendment.”’ 
MR. BELL, OF FORSYTH. 

He was followed by Mr. Bell, of Forsyth, in 
astreng, elocucnt and logical speech against 
the amendment. 


“T am sorry,’’ said Mr. §Beil, “‘that this: 


discussion has taken so wide arange. I had 
hoped that the betterments question would be 
altogether divorced fro:n the discussion on the 
lease bill. Under ordinary circumstances I 
would have listened in silence toa discussion 
of th's betterments question, but I come here 
pledged to raise my voice against this claim, 
and to interpose my vcete against it, should 
that claim be urged upon the consideration of 
this hons». 

“We have been told that this is a matter of 
business, bat, as I understand it, the claim 
goes further than that and endangers the very 
sovereiznty of the state. 

‘The origina! contract has been quoted time 
and again as a basis for thisclaim. Ido not 
belicve there is a fonndation for the contract 
either in the law or in equity. A con- 
tract, so the Jaw contemplates, should contain 
all the specitications of an agreement. Noth- 
ing can be added by one side alone—nothing 
can be taken from it. When the lease act 
was passed in 1870 there was stricken 
out by tbe legislature a paragraph 
that provided for the payment of the better- 
ments, and Governor Brown, a lawyer and a 
business man full of expedients, is driven to 
the necessity of changing not only the intent, 
but the very letier, of the contract. He has 
aumitted and admitted upon this question 
nniil he has admitted himself out of ccurt. 
The case is analagous in every respect to. that 
of atenant who fences in a piece of rented 
land. le does it for his own purposes, know- 
ing al] the while that it becomes a part of the 
realty and cannot be removed. 

The rolling stock and personal property are 
not beiterments. The titie is in the lessees. 
In regard to the proposition to buy this increase 
of such property, am onvposed to it. We 
have made one trade with the lessees and that 
was bad encugh. 

Now, as to the taxes paid in the state of Ten- 
nessee. No sane man can claim that the pay- 
ment of these taxes has bettered the road or the 
state. Nobody has questioned the solvency of 
the state. Itis passing strange that the les- 
sees Should pay these taxes for over eighteen 

ars, knowing that the state of Georgia was 
egally bound for then, and that they were 
not. Is it reasonable to belicvye that they 
would doany such thing? 

“Equity, Mr. Chairman--that’s a favorite 
word sith the lessees. In proportion as their 
en crumbles and weakens in the light 
of investigation, the louder is their cry for 
‘equity.’ Lapprehend that they will ultimately 
abandon all egal claims and plead nothing but 
‘equity.’ Now, I have been told that the act 
was passed, the contract signed, and the bond 
given all in one afternoon. 

“Itis said, too, that an offer of thirty-six 
thousand dollars a month was made for the 
road, but owing to certain restrictions in the 
act or bond, she did not accept it. That offer 
was eleven thousand dollars « month more 
than was offered by this company. Eleven 
thousand dollars a month for twenty years 
amounts to the enormous sum of two million 
four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000.) 
That amount is quite a nice fJlittle sum which 
might be set off, in considering the justice and 
equity of this claim for betterments. Just 
way the larger sum was not accepted, whether 
$i waS the fault of the law, or on account of 
_ the failure of the company to comply with all 
of the requirements, 1 do not know, but I do 
knowstihat this company profited by it. Many 
things happened in those dark days that are 
veiledin mystery. Ifit should be urged that 
those offering moroe-for the road than this com- 
pany could not comply with the law and that 
under the law the authorities could not accept 
the offer, it can be roplicd that this company 
did not comply with the law and has never to 
this good¢@day complied with it. Tho lessees 
can therefore claim nothing on thatscore. If 
the state leased this roadin violation of the 
Jaw anyway, she lost #2,400.000 by not accept 
tng the ijarger amouut and these lessees gained 
that much. Butthey are not satisfied with 
this immense favor, and like the daughters of 
the horse leech, they still cry ‘give, give!’ 
But it may be asked in what respect the West- 
ern and Atlantic company have failed 
to comply with the law. The 
question is easily answered. The second 
ection of the lease act provides that ‘it shall 
ve the duty of his excellency, the governor, to 
requires of said company, to whom the road, 
rolling stock, work shops and appurtenances 
may be leased, to giye a bond with aniple se- 
curity for the sum of eight miltious of dollars,’ 
and that he ‘shall see to it carefnlly in taking 
the bond that these requiremenis are fully 
complied with,’ and that ‘ke sha!) lease to no 
company who tender security that is even 
doubtful.’ This company failed to tender 
valid security upon their bond. Mind you the 
giving of bond in the amount named with 
ample security was a condition precedent to 
tlie granting of the lease. Yetthe road was 
jeased to this company without this security, 
in direct and open violation of the law. 
The general assenibly, by resolution 
approved September 28, 1881, re- 
quested the governor to instruct tho 
attorney-general to examine into the the valid- 
ity of the bond, and, if it should be adverse to 
the bond, to institute proceedings to forfeit the 
Jease. After investigation of the matter he 
made his report to the governor on the 10th of 
Febtuary, 1882, adverse to the bond. In that

“It willbe seen that the sureties on the 
bond are corporations. The attorney general 
says, after giving his reasons and citing au- 
thorities in support of them: ‘I thiuk it, 
therefore, very clear thatthe board of direc- 
tors of the several corporations whose names 
are appegded as sureties to the bond under 
consideration had no authority to make or to 
authorize any such contract. He closes his 
report with the statement that the bond is not 
binding on the sureties tendered. The giving 
of the security required by law being a condi- 
ion precedent tothe lease, which condition 
has never been complied. with,makes the lease 
absolutely void. ‘Take the average net earn- 
ings of the road according to the report of the 
commissioners at the time when it had 
the fiercest competition, which is $106,661.74, 
and multiply it by twenty, and it will be seen 
that it has made for the company clear $2,- 
133,254.80, which, I apprehend, fails far short 
of whatit has averaged during the twenty 
years. “Lut it may be insisted that the state 
ratified the lease by acquiesciug in it and re- 
ceiving the monthly rental, Even in that 
view of the case, if the state acquiesced in it 
and suffered the company to keep the road and 
reAip the profits of it, that ought to be con 
sidered in determining the equity and justice 
betterments, It cannot be 
held, however, that the state acquiesced in it 
at the time the attorney gencral made his re- 
port upon the validity of the bond, and in 
stituted suit for the forfefture of the lease, 
even if she had done so up to that period. 
That report was made and suit instituted over 
seven years ago. Multiply the net 
earnings of the road by seven, and 
you have in round numbers’ %8745,000, 
which they have made, when the state under 
the law could have taken control of the prop- 
erty upon the their refusal to give the security 
required by the law. ‘They did refuse to give 
the security. Now take the $2,400,000 advantage 
they received over their competitors for this 
property and add to it the $749,000 they have 
made since the proceedings to torfeit the lease 
were instituted, and you will have 43,149,000, 
which amount has been virtually given to this 
company. It will thus be seen that the coffers 
of this corporation are already overflowing 
with riches gathered from Georgia’s property 
under a void lease, and yet not satisfied with 
this vastsum, Now as this magnificent proper- 
ty is about to pass back into the state 
they want a parting grab at the state treas- 
ury in orderto pocket seven hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars more of the people’s 
money. Cupidity never conceived nor audacity 
attempted a more outragous {scheme of 
public plunder. ‘There is another view to con- 
sider this matter in determining the justice 
and equity of thisclaim. The Western and 
Atlantic railroad company put these improve 
ments upon this road voluntarily, in order to 
adyance their own interest and not to en- 
hance the value ofthe property. They could 
not afford to keep the road 
in the same condition it was 
in when they received it, in yiew of the com- 
petition with which they had tu contend and 
the vast improvemént which the last two de- 
cades have made in railroad enterprise aud de- 
velopment, and the evidence shows that, not- 
withstanding the large amout spent in im- 
provements, they have made monoy every 
year. If they had let the road remain as it 
was they could not have made the money 
which they have made; hence it was to their 
every interest to make the improvements. 
President Brown admits that the improve- 
ments were a necessity—not tothe state, but to 
the lessces. They have reaped a 
harvest from their investment. If this 
money is taken from _ our _ treasury 
the amount will have to be made up again, 
and no class will feel the burden so poignantly 
as the suu-bronzed sons of Georgia who sub- 
sist by honest.toil, So much for the justice 
and equity of this claim. 

‘The proposition to submit this question to 
arbitration is a retiection upon the intelligence 
and patriotism of this general assembly, and 
should not receive’ serious consideration. 
The people have committed this 
trust to us, and we would be recreant to their 
trust should we delegate it to others, This 
coinpany has changed its views of the ability 
of the legislature since 1882. When this lease 


‘question was in the courts, they hastened to 


seek the intervention of the legislature to get 
it out of the courts, and now that it is in the 
hands of the legisiature they desire it arbi 
trated. There is nothing to arbitrate, and an 
agreement to refer this matter would be a 
tacit admission that there was something 
in it. 

“The president of the company says there is 
no contract authorizing the payment of bet- 
terments, and their attorney -says 
the state is not liable. But they 
seem determined to have this money 
by fair means or foul, and if they 
cannot get it, with the spirit of the dog in the 
manger, they propose to despoil the property. 
I asserted that the settlement of this question 
involved the soveignty of our commonwealth. 
Ladhere to that proposition. The course of 
the lessees themseves has taken this matter 
out ofan ordinary business transaction and 
made it one of far greater consequence. The 
state conld stand the destruction of her prop- 
erty and the depletion of her treasury, but it 
will be asad day, indeed, when she suffers 
this corporation to dictate terms to her. This 
is not only aclaim for betterments, but it isa 
demand accompanied by an indecent threat. 

“In the letters to which I have refered, tho 
president of this Western and Atlantic R. R. 
Co. makes use of language that cannot be con- 
strued otherwise than asa threat to tear up 
the road if his company fails to receive pay for 
betterments. ‘Pay us what we demand and 
we will let your property alone, refuse and we 
will tear your property 
the sum and substance of it. Again 
he. . says: ‘Unless the state agrees 
with the lessees for keeping the road in its 
present excellent condition, it will be neces- 
sary for the lessees to commence in a short 
tie to econon.iz> and to pr: pare for retu ‘ning 
it in 88 good condition oniy as provided by the 
terms of the contract.’ Which ‘means, 
‘promise us now that you will pay us, or we 
will commence at once our work of destruc— 
tion.’ 

“If Georgia submits to this humiliation she 
ean no longer hold up her head among the sis- 
terhood of states in the proud consciousness of 
sovereignty; ne longer can she rejoice in the 
distinction of empire state of the south. 

But if your determination is made; if you 
submit to this imposition; if you take the 
peopie’s money which in its last analysis is but 
‘the sweat ofthe poor,’ in the language of 
another, ‘at that self-same moment, blot from 
the spangled banner of the union the bright star 
that glitters to the name of Georgia, but leave 
the stripe behind a tit emblem of her degrada- 
tion. 

‘‘Il have no fears, however, that such will be 
the course pursned. The people have spoken 
upon this question. Letus stand by our old 
mother, the commonwealth, now, and the 
future is safe.” 

MR, RANKIN, OF GORDON, 
the author of the much talked-of amendment, 
foilowed in a powerful speech, beginning his 
argument for the amendment. 

‘‘When there are so few members of the 
house,” said he, ‘that have not already made 
up their minds on this question, my position 
in defending the amendment becomes al- 
most an embarrassing one. 

“It has been flaunted in our faces by the op- 
ponents of the amendment that to support it 
means political death. My answer is sim- 
ply that I am ready for the grave, if, in- 
decd, adherence to my conscientious convic- 
tions means political death. But this is not a 
time, in my humble opinion, for these pyro 
thenic appeals to passion and prejudice. It is 
a time for business—nothing but business. 

“Tf you cannot accept my amendment, by all 
means adopt some other amendment or substi 
tute for the third section of this bill. Avoid 
that section. Ican’t believe that it can pass 
the house, and I know that if it does pass, the 
legislature will be called on for appropriations 
to carry on litigation with the new as well as 


with the old lessces.

-“It is to be temembere? as an equitable, if 

not « legal consideration, that the contract did 
not oer the charterjng of a competing 
line, nor of the railroad rmission. 
#@‘‘ As to the condition of the road in 1870: In 
1871 the lessees expended in the purchase of 
rails alone, $120,198.01: in 1872, $106,097.92; 
in 1873, $115,108.52. For equipment they ex- 
pended in 1871, $278,692.23 ; in 1872, $59,901.96; 
in 1873, $100,614.41. This was for the first 
three years of the lease, and the figures speak 
for themselves. 

“Now, these expenditures, extending over 
the past eighteen years, have equipped the 
road thoroughly and kept it in first-class con- 
dition, and yet you propose to guaran 
tee the road in its present condition 
and with all théseimprovements, and can see 
no equity in the claims of the lessees and no 
reason in their request for an amicable con 
ference and possible settlement. Stand by 
the contract and the lessees have nothing to 
fear, but you desert the contract when you 
guarantee the road in its present condition. 

“And this ‘wear and tear’—who, if you 
please, is going to determine the meaning of 
that? Will you leave that to a commission ? 

‘*‘Now, as men of reason, tell me—if there is 
no settlement or agreement of any sort, the 
lessees retaining their indubitable right to ac- 
count for this rolling stock in money equiva- 
lent, or so much of it as they see fit, does not 
that not give the L. and N, a monopoly of the 
bidding? Who't butthe Lk. and N. are in a 
position to know what rolling stock will be left 
the track when the jlease’ ex- 
pires? Thatis the very busiest season of the 
year, anda bidder must know whether the 
road will or will not be thoroughly equipped 
then. The Louisville and Nashville will 
know that, but who elise will know it? Can 


you guarantees the roadinuits present condi- 
tion ? 
Suppose that on the last day of the lease these 


That’s the question—can you do it? 


lessces run every engine and car over the line 
into Tennessee and say to you, ‘‘We will use 
those cars and engines on the Louisville and 
Nashville track and pay you for them in 
money?’ Whatcan you dofor the incoming 
lessees? Imagine yourself coming back to 
Atlanta in special session—what for? To 
take from the treasury $400,000 or $500,000 to 
equip that road. How do you suppose the 
people of Georgia will like that? Have you 
thought of it? 

“Trust your own integrity and appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with these people. Whenthe 
committee submit their report, then do with it 
as you see fit. You will bein position—which 
you are not now—to guarantee this road in 
some definite condition. As a business propo- 
sition, independent of what you do with the 
report, this course is best. To refuse.this is to 


say to the incoming trustees, ‘We will treat. 


You are deal- 


you like we treated the others. 
are not to be 


ing with a hard master. You 
heard or represented in future legisla- 
tion concerning this road.’ Is it 
not better to pursue a liberal policy? I tell 
you that a difference of this sort makesa 
world of difference with business men, and 
with corporations as well. Corporations wiil 
bid under the one policy that will not bid 
under the other, though the figures in the con- 
tract be the same. 

‘*Now, in reply tothe criticism heaped upon 
the commissioners appointed under the Cand 
ler resolution. Did you ever stop to notice the 
scope of that resolution? Their bettermenis 
recommendation is not a foreign matter. They 
did exactly what, from the terms of the reso- 
lution, they might reasonably have been ex- 
pected to do.”’ 

Mr, Rankin yielded for a motion to dissolve 
the committee of the whole house. 

He completes his argument today. 

Mr. Snelson, of Meriwether. 

Yesterday was Monday. 

Mr. Snelson was heard from as usual. 

This time the wording of tho resolution had 
been chanyed for the first time since it was in 


troduced four Mondays ago. 

It resolved yesterday: 

“That the tax payers of each county of the 
state are hereby requesied to demand of their 
representatives to show cause why they did 
not vote for the Snelson resolution restricting 
the pay of members to the time they are in 
session.”’ 

Mr. Snelson, in.a rambling taik of some 
twenty minutes or more, favored his resolu- 
tion. Heread Tue ConsTiIruTIoNn report of 
his last Monday’s proceedings, and also a com- 
ment trom his country paper, and meekly pro- 
tested that his patriotic sentiments, though 
abused and ridiculed, were still burning in his 
breast. 

He repeated this. 

And reiterated it, 

MR. M’DONALD, OF WARE, 
one of the oldest members of the house and a 
minister of the gospel, followed Mr. Snelson. 

‘We are told,’”’ said he, “that consistency is 
a jewel. There is comfort in the thought 
for my friend from Meriwether. This is the 
fourth time this same resolution 
brought up. 

‘‘Lut I remember, Mr. Speaker, that several 
days ago when there were several conflicting 
motions in regard fo the hours of meeting and 
adjournment, my friend from Meriwether in- 
troduced a resolution thag the hours be from 
9 to 12, instead of 9 to1. He wanted to cut off 
one hour from the sessien each day. He 
wasn’t satisfied with getting $1 an heur, but 
wanted $1.33). Yet he comes forward 
for the fourth time with this same resolution, 
and wonld have it appear that heis a guardian 
of the people’s rights and a watch dug to see 
that the people get the worth of their money. 
The time taken up by the gentleman this morn- 
ing cost the state not less than $1,000. Heis the 
same gentleman, remember, that wanted to 
sit three hours a day instead of four. 

This is the tenth time that I have had a seat 
in this legislature, and the first time in my 
experience that the legislature has called on 
the people to hold indignation meetings. The 
good people from Meriwether must have been 
overhauling my friend since he introduced that 
three-hour resolution. 

‘*Now, let’s don’t have any more of this 
child’s play. We'retoo old for that. We ex- 
pect this same resolution every Monday morn- 
ing, and it isnothing but child’s play. Have 
we the authority to do any such thing? ~~ Cer- 
tainly it is not consistent with the dignity of a 
Lody hike this. It is an insult to our common 
sense and an invitation toour ignorance, I 
move that the resolution be tabled.”’ 

MR. LEWIS, OF HANCOCK, 
followed. 

‘This,’ said he, *‘as my friend from Ware 
has pointed ont, is the fourth time that this 
saino resolution has been introduced. 

“I want tocall attention first to the fact that 
not on a single day this session has a quorum 
failed to be present. The journal shows that. 
Then I submit that more time is iIcst, and 
that more of the dear people’s money is wasted 
by this same resolution than by.absenteceism. 

‘‘Last Monday morning at 10 o’elock my 
friend from Meriwether moved to adjourn 
this house. 

**T protest against this effort of the gentleman 
from Meriwether to create a feeling at home 
in hisfavor. He is doing this at a sacrifice of 
the creditof the whole house by creating the 
impression that there is unnecessary absentee- 
ism. I repeat that a quorum has been present 
every day this session, and I second the mo- 
) 

MR, BELL, OF FORSYTH, 
followed in a short talk. 

‘Thedoctor from Meriwether,’’ said he, ‘is 
still attempting to force his same old pill down 
the throat of the house. It won't do. [ call 
for the previous question,”’ 

Mr, Snelson was absolutely the only man in 
the house that voted for his resolution.
